One of the men, Seamus 
Moley, allegedly paid under- 
cover agents S50,000 for the US- 
made Stinger, a shoulder- 
carried, beat-se«jdng missile that 
has been used by rebeb in Afj^- 
anisfan and Nicaragua to attack 
helicopter gimships. 

“Ow would have to believe if 
they had such an interest in 


procuring this type of weaponry, 
th^ planned a terTorist act and 
probably against an aircrafi," 
said Robert Creighton, an amt 
of the Federal i&reau of Ako- 
hol. Tobacco and Firearms, 
which conducted the two-month 
investigation with the FBI. - 

The tnen, thm Irish dtizens 
and a Canadian, were identified 
as members of the IRA. 

Crei^ton said the undercover 
agents po&ed as people seUing 
weapons they had stolen from 
the military. “They led us to 
believe they were involved in tte 
procurement of weapons before 
(for the TRA),” be said.

Quran in comics 

• Row may erupt 

PARIS, Jan 13, (AP): A colourful, easy-io-read veraon of tbe Holy 
(^uran in comic book fonn has won approval from some Islamic 
authorities, but one scbolarhas condemned it, calling the author new 
■^man Ru^die." 

“Si Le Coran m’etail Conte” (if tbe Quran were told to me), 
published by AJef and costing 57 francs (S 1 0), is geared to readers aged 
12 to 16, says its author, YoussefSeddik. 

The comic books have been approved — and even encouraged — by 
some religious authorities like AyatoUa£ Mebdi Rouhani, spiritual 
leader of the Shiite Muslim community in Europe. 

“I don’t see any problem with the comic bool^ as long as you know 
there is a precedent — an illustiated version of the Quran jrublisbed in 
Iran 1 S years ago,” Rouhani said in an interview at his Paris home. 

Citing the evolution of language and writing over the centuries, 
Rouhani called comic books “the language of the 20th century.” 

“I’m all for comic books, and would encourage them if they do, in 
fact, get across tbe idea of God to young people,” be said. 

But Mohammed Faidallah, bead of Iriamic jurisprudence at Kuwait 
University's Islamic Studies Centre, was quoted as saying tbe comic 
books could spark a forore like tbe outcry over Salman Rutedie's The 
Satanic Verses. 

Iran’s late Ayatollah Khomeini sentenced Rushdie to death in 
Febru^ 1 989 for allegedly blaspheminp Islam in his novd. Rushdie, 
an Intean-bom British citizen, has been in hiding ever since. 

Faidallah said the comic books constituted a “criminal act that 
ridicules tbe sanctity of tbe Holy Quran,” and called for their condem- 
nation, a Kuwait newspaper reported. 

He was quoted as calling Sedmk “a new Salman Rushdie recruited to 
cany out ms ugly task.” Faidallah urged Arab and Islamic embassies in 
Paris “to pressure official bodies there with a view to halting sudi 
violation of Iriamic values,” tbe daily said . 

Seddik, 46, a T unisian-tem journalist and academic who has written 
extensively on Arab culture, said yesterday evening he was “deeply 
saddraed" by Faidaltab's reaction and disputed the sdiolar’s right to 
judge the issue. 

“ Islam is my emotional and spiritual roots. Nothing, no one can ever 
take it away from me,” Seddik said in a telephone interview. 

“I'm deeply attached to the prindple that distingiushes Islam from 
Judaism and Christianity: That it does not accept theidea of the clergy. 
Only the knowledge, competence and good intentions of the humblest 
Mushm can our actions.” 

In an earlier interview, Seddik told the Associated Press he was 
motivated to adapt the Quran because of the frustration he suffered 
.while studying the holy text as a child. 

“I remembCT feeling ve^ sad that we had to learn the text by heart, 
without any comprehension or understanding of what it meant,” he 
said.

White ex-cop 
tells of abuses 


Ordered to kill activists 



JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa, Jao 13, (AP):Awhiteex- 
policemu claims security forces 
battling unrest were told to kill 
anti-govemment activists and 
routinely tortured and assaulted 
blacks at random, according to 
documents. 

SgL Barney Horn, who quit 
the force in Oaober after 13 
years, detailed alleged police mis- 
deeds in a 25-page affidavit 
obtained by the Associated Press 
yesterday after his story 
appeared in the Afrikaans-lan- 
guage newspaper Free Weekly. 

He is the fourth former 
policeman in recent months to 
speak out about alleged police 
abuses. 

Horn -said that when he was 
battling unrest near the southern 
city of Port Elizabeth in 1984, 
members of the police security 
branch circulate pictures of 
lo^ anti-apartheid activists.- 

“We were told that these peo- 
ple bad been identified as ins- 
tigators ... and if we saw them we 
had to take them out,'* Horn 
said. “Everyone present under- 
stood that to mean ’kill them.' " 

In recent months, three former 
policemen, one white, and two 
black, have said they were part of 
police hit sqqgds that assassin- 
ated anti-apartheid activists on 
orders from superiors. 

One of the men, fiutana 
Nofomela. has pleaded guilty to 


killing an anti-apartheid attor- 
ney in 198 1 . The two other men, 
who say they were part of the 
same killing, have fled South 
Africa. 

• Opposition groups say there 
have been more than 60 unsolved 
killing of activists in the past 
decade. The opposition has long 
accused the security force of kill- 
ing anti-government acti'vists. 

President FW De Klerk said 
last month he would not appoint 
a judicial commission to inves- 
tigate the alleged police d^th 
squads, a decision that has drawn 
widespread criticism. 

Horn alleged that when he 
worked In i^ksburg, east of 
Jdha&nesbuig, 90 per cent of 
police interrogators tortured 
blarf suspects. One ot the most 
common methods was to place a 
wet 1^ over the suspects head so 
hecci^d not breathe. 

•It also was common practice to 
attach electrodes to suspects' 
genitals an(l administer electric 
shocks during interrogation, 
Horn said. 

When patrolling the town- 
ships, he said blaclu “would be 
attacked by the (police) members 
at random ... hit with the long, 
thick batons, lacked, punched, 
rifie-buiied." 

“The members would jump 
into the vehicle, the vehicle 
would go to anoth^road and the 
same process 'would be 
repeated," he said. 


Plot to kill Bogota drug lords 

JOHANNESBURG, Jan 13. (AP): British, Australian and South African 
mercenaries aUempt^ to kill the top leaders ofCoiooibia’s Medellin drug cartel 
in a plot financed by rival drug lords, a newspaper reported yestaday. 

Australian mercenary Terry Tangney claimed be was recruited in Johannes- 
burafortwo covert missions in Colombia in 1988 and 1989, the Star newspaper 
saidm yesterday’s editions. 

Tangney said the mcFoenarieswere tricked into working for the drug lords as 
military trainers and later took part in an unsuccessful attempt to kill cartel 
leaders, Pablo Escobar and Jose Rodriguez Gacha. * 

In an interview with the Star, Tangney claimed be and three other men were 
recruited in August, 1988. by a former British soldier identified as Peter 
Mcaleese. 

The group was told they would aid the Colombian Army against communist 
guerrillas who were trying to take over the illegal cocaine industry to finance a 
communist revolution. 

“It was an anti-communist crusade," Tangney was quoted as saying. “We 
said we would like to go to war against communists.'*

Noriega's lawyers have condstentiy said diey would strongly oppose any effort to move him, claiming

Coma patient rekindles Dutch right-to-die debate 


HAAKSBERGEN, Netherlands, ian 13, (AP): A 
Dutch husband’s IS-yeartetdetoend the life ofhis 
wmatose wife has reundted theri^t-to-die debate 
in this nation, where voluntaiy euthanasia is com- 
monly accepted. 

After given permission by a court, doctois at Het 
>K^edenbroek Nursing Home on Moo^y removed 
the feeding tube of 47-year-old Ineke Stinissen, who 
has been in a deep and apparently irreversible coma 
since March 30. 1974, wh« she failed to regain 
consciousness afier the Caesarean birth of her firat 
child. 

Mrs Stinissen, who can breathe unassisted, is 
expected by her doctors to die of starvation in a 


process tfaal can take weeks. 

The case has outraged from anti-euthanasia 
groUM. and a threat from Mrs Stinissen's husband 
in published interviews to shoot his wife if she is not 
allowed to die. 

“I said those things to show how seiious I was,” 
Stinissen, 37, told the Associated Press. “It'scertain 
that I would have used some methi^ or other.... 

“The only way out in her situation is death. The 
road to being a person again has always be^ barred 
for her.” Stinissen said. 

A key legal and ethical question in the Stinissen 
raf ie is whether such a euthanasia decision can be 
made on behalf of a comatose patient, since Dutch 


euthanasia policy and practice is predicted on the 
patient's request. 

Ateo.at issue is the morality of letting Mrs Stinis- 
sen die a lining death, instead of the quick death 
by lethal injection orintraveous drip used ineuthan- 
asia-on-request cases. ■

T raff ic Jams cost $24b 

DALLAS, Jan 13, (AP): Jampacked roads in 29 US cities cost drivers 
S24.25 l^on in 1986 throu^ traffic delays, wasted fuel and higher 
insurance premiums, according to astndy theTexasTransportation 
Institute. 

The study also concluded that congestion is getting worse instead of 
better in alfbut two of the cities. 

“Traffic congestion, expected during the *jush* hour, can now be 
encountered much of the toy on one or mote major freeways in almost 
all large urban areas, said the study, ftaded by state and federal 
hi^way departments. 

The conation survey b;^ the institute, which is based at Texas A and 
M University, reviewed existing traffie data for 1982 through 1986 in 
seven Texas dties and 22 otiier dties elsewhere in the United States. 

New Yorit, Chicago,. Boston and Washington were left out because 
researdiers were loolang for “automobile-based dties” comparable to 
those in Texas. 

LosAn^leswas themostcongested-dty included in the survey. Itgot 
a congestion rating of 1.42 basra on a mathematical formula taking 
into account such things as average (kilometres) travelled by 
residents dafly and available freeway and arterial miles (kflometres).

KINGSTON. Jamaica, Jan 13. (UPI): 
Jamaican born actress Grace was acquitted in 
Jamaica yesterday on charges of pc^sessing a 
small amount of coemne she claimed was 
hidden in her purse by ber husband's jealous 
ex-girlfriend. 

Magisirate Nonna McIntosh of the St 
Andrews resident magistrate court in King- 
ston ruled after a three-toy trial that she 
would give Jones *^e benefit of tbe doubL 

“I found myself in doubt as to 
whether you h^ knowledge that die coemne 


was in your handbag," McIntosh told a 
jubilant Jones, who thanked her profusely. 

Jones was arreked ^ril 8, 1989, after 
police raided the home ofher husband, record 
producer Chris Stanley, in a p<^' suburb of 
Kingston and discovered SKH of an ounce of 
cocaine wrapped in a Jamaican two dollar bill 
stuffed in Jones' purse. 

Police testified during the three-toy trial 
that they raided the home after receiving a tip 
from an anonymos telephone caller that there 
were drugs on the premises. 


Jones told the court the cocaine wasplanted 
by Stanley’s ex-girlfriend, who also lived in 
the home. A domestic servant testified that 
the two women had quarrelled that day. 

After the ruling, Jones told the local daily 
cleaner newspaper that she believed justice 
had been served and she was 'lot bluer, even 
tiiough she said the suit had cost her $30,000 
in le^ fees and travel expenses. 

Jones, who spends many months oftheyear 
in her native island, has had clashes with 
Jamaican authorities before.

Don’t turn your back on China, Kaifu urges West 


ROME, Jan 13, (Reuter); Japan- 
ese PnmeMimsierToshiki Kaifu 
urged the West yesterday not to 
turn its back on China b^use it 
brutally crushed a pro- 
democracy movement last year. 

He told reporters on the first 
dayofavisittoltalyLbeWestwas' 

ri^t to condemn Beijing for sen- 
ding the army to put down 
demonstrations in Beijing's 
Tiaoanmen Square in June. 

He rantinu^: ''But we should 
not widen the gap between the 
West and China by isolating it. 
because this would not help 
Asian or world stability." 

Despite lifting martial law in 
Beijing this week. China needed 
to do more to improve relations 
with the outside world, Kaifu 


added. 

"We call for further gestures, 
we call on China to be an active 
partner of the international 
stage. One cannolcutoiTabillion 
people from the rest of the 
world,*’ he said. 

Italian government oHidals 
said Kaifu had more than an 
hour of talks with Italian Prime 
Minister Giuiio Andreolii yes- 
terday. 

He pledged Japan's support 
for European intention, accor- 
ding to the officials. 

Foreign Minister Gianni de 
Mtcbelis met Kaifu, 59, and his 
large delegation, including 
Foreign Minister Taro Mak- 
ayama, at Rome's top security 


Doi eyeing 
premiership 


First female party chief 


TOKYO, (AP): Socialist chiur- 
woman Takako Doi say she 
never aspired to become Japan's 
first female premier, but she now 
admits, "there are so many 
things 1 would love to change if I 
were prime minister." 

"1 would love to go to Wasinn- 
gton and Moscow and take new 
initiatives in this drasUcaJly 
changing world," she said with a 
smile, her voice deep and strong. 

Ms Doi gave an exclusive 
interview yesterday to the 
Associated Press in hu office in 
central Tokyo amid visits from 
big Japanese companies and 
m^a organisations paying their 
respects to the imposition leader. 

She offers fw specifics on 
what initiatives she might 
propose, a sign of the political 
education she has gained in 
becoming the first fen^e to lead 
a major Japanese poll tical party . 

Ms Doi, a 20-year veteran of 
Parliament, said she never even 
sought to lead the sodalists. But 
in 1986. after the sodalists were 
crtished in pariiamentary elec- 
tions and her predecessor resig- 
ned, the party's left and right 
wings could -not agree on a sue- 
cesor. Ms Doi, who avoided tak- 
ing ideas, was chosen. 

With the Berlin Wall open and 
the cold war thawing, could 
male-dominated Japan now take 
an almost equally dramatic step 
and elect a woman prime mini- 
ster. 

If it happens, it would be a 
combinatioa of Ms Dot's char- 
ismaand the yet-to-be-measured 
weakness of the scandal-plagued 
ruliog Libera] Democratic Party, 
which has ruled for 34 years. 

As a highly visible female 
figure, one of only 27 women 
irao serve with 737 men in the 
two bouses of Parliament, Ms 
Doi is popular among hous- 
ewives. As a former university 
law professor, she also is suppor- 
ted by liberal intellectuals. 

In almost four years as Social- 
ist leader, the 61 -year-old 
unmarried doctor's daughter 
from Kobe has changed the par- 
ty's image from a union-oriented 
workers* party to the party of 
women and young people. 

"I am in a position to get a 
good shot at the premiership, but 
to be honest, 1 don't have time to 
worry about my becoming prime 
minister right now because I am 
overwhelmed by preparations 
for the foithcoming election." 
she said. 

She called an upcoming elec- 
tion for the lower house of 
Parliament, exp^ted on Feb 18, 
the most critical in Japan’s recent 
history, bmuse it is "a oncerin- 
a-tifetime chance for opposition 
parties and people to end the 34- 
year rule by the Liberal 
Democratic Party." 

Ms Doi's personal popularity 
led her party to an unpreceden- 
ted gain in the upper bouse elec- 
tion last July, forcing the Liberal 
Democrats into a minority in the 
chamber for the first time. 

But the lower house is more 
powerful. It elects the prime min- 
uter and can pass the budget 
even if the upper house doesn't 
agree. Ms Doi's socialists now 
have 85 of the 512 lower house 
seats, against 295 for the Liberal 
Democrats. 

The socialists so far are field- 
ing only 145 candidates, meaning 
Ms Doi will have to persuade

other opposition parties to form 
a coalition and back her to be 
prime minister. 

In the .past,, ideological dif- 
ferences have prevented 
£^rcement between centrist parr; 
ties and the socialists.. 

To attract public support and 
coalition partners, the socialists 
have ^ven up some radical-lefi- 
ist policy stances. Last week, the

>rm its call for revolution. It 
also has acknowledged Japan's 
anned forces and its security 
treaty nnth the United States. 

However, Ms Doi said she 
would strictly enforce Japan’s ■ 
non-nuclear principles, which 
forbid nuclear weapons coming 
into the country. It is widely 
believed that US warships bear- 
ing nuclear weapons move in and 
out of naval bases in Japan, but 
the United States refuses to con- 
firm or deny the presence of such 
weapons. 

“We will probably have to re- 
examine how the (non-nuclear) 
principle is carried out now, and 
if there is a suspicion that US 
forces are brining in nudear 
arms even for tranril purposed, 
we have to demsuid confirma- 
tion." she said. 

In general, though, she said 
she would not seek drastic chan- 
ges in domestic and foreign 
policies. 

“The long rule by a single 
party has us many defects 
and we will have to correct them 
somehow," she said. “But ^ng 
to change everything overai^t is 
not something we want " 

Prime Minister Toshiki Kaifu, 
nowon a trip to Europe where he 
announced a sizable aid packa^ 
to ^t European countries, is 
“only spreading money around 
with no principle." she said. 

“I fed Ja^m is left out of 
decision-makiitg in the rapidly 
changiDg world because ofa lack 
of principle in our foreign 
policy," she said. “U is pitiful for 
the second largest economy not 
to be part of the decision-making 
of the world when it seeks new 
Erections. 

“It is time for us to restart with 
mutual understanding betwMn 
the people of Japan and foreign 
countriesbefore we simply throw 
money at them, or we will be 
always regarded only as a money 
spre^er," she said.

Ethnic Greeks who fled 
Albania in the past ei^t months 
say the country has tmned into a 
hu^ prison. 

Anti-government demonstra- 
tions in the northern town of 
Shkoder were violently suppres- 
sed in December and the secret 
poiioe and miUiary were put ou 
alert, Meuelaos Tzelios, 
president of the UN-reco^oised 
Internationa] Federation for the 
Protection of Minorities, told 
Reuters. 

“I believe that if an uprising 
takes place there will be a blood- 
bath far worse than the one in 
Romania,” be said. 

Political prisoners in Albania 
now numbered 100,000 and t^t 
control was kept by the Sigurimi, 
the government's secret state 
police, he said. 

“The Sigurimi has managed to 
spread mistrust among &nily 


members. They get their infor- 
mation mainly from schoolchil- 
dren who tell thor teacbeis what 
is said or done in their homes.” 

An ethnic Greek living in a 
refugee camp on the outskirts of 
Ath^ said be had seen four eth- 
nic Greeks, the subject of dispute 
between Athens and Tirana, 
beaten by police. , 

“I saw the Prass<» brothers 
chained and badly beaten up. 
Poiioe brought them to the main 
street in Sanmta and asked bys- 
tanders to hit them,” said Leon- 
idas Pappas, 24, who escaped in 
Novemb^. 

“If you refused you were arres- 
ted for sympathising with the 
'traitors.* lAeir b<^ies were 
swollen up and the sma^ one 
feU down . Tb^ kideed him in the 
stomach. The next day we lear- 
ned of his death in hospit^,” 
Pappas said.

The article takes a gloomy view of Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev's chances of making the Soviet 
system economically efficient and politically 
democratic while maintaining the primacy of the 
Communist Party. 

“The fundamental structures of the Leninist sys- 
•tem reached an inextricable impasse at the end of the 
1970s, and the mounting contradictions of peres- 
troika indicate that the system cannot be restruc- 
tured or reformed, but can only only stagnate or.be 
dismantled and rrolaoed by market Institutions over 
a long period of time,” Z wrote.

Romania will 
delay polls 

Opposition to organise 


BUCHAREST. Jan 13. 
(Reuter): A top official of the 
National Peasants' Party said 
today that Romanian Prmidenl 
Ion liiescu had agreed the first 
free elections in 43 years should 
be delayed . to give opposition 
parties more lime to organise. 

Ion Barbus, vice-president of 
the Peasants* Party, said it and 
other emerging political groups 
had reached agreement with 
liiescu and the ruling National 
Salvation Front (NS^ but that 
no precise date had been fixed. 

“The President and the NSF 
agree in principle that the elec- 
tions should beset at a later date 
but it is not yet official and no 
date has bera fixed,'.' Barbus 
said. 

“We would like elections to be 
held between July and Septem- 
ber to give us time to organise 
properly,” he added. 

Ihe NSF, which took power 
after communist dictator 
Nicolae Ceausescu was overthr- 
own in a popular revolution last 
montiL had pledged to hold elec- 
tions ill April. 

Jliescu told a crowd of anli- 
commuoist demonstrators in the 
capital last ni^l that one group 
wMch would not be taking part 
in the election was the Commun- 
ist Party, which was outlawed 
vrith immediate efiecL 

The decision and another 
policy reversal by the NSF, 
which said it would call a referen- 
dum on capital punishment on 
January 28, got a mixed recep- 
tion from Romanians on the 
streets of the capital today. 

The govemraenL which had 
abolish^ the death penalty on 
Jan 1, announced yesterday that 
all former top communist leaders 
would go on trial within 1 0 days. 


Ceausescu's two sons and his 
daui^hier also face trial before a 
special military tribunal. 

“1 don't agree because now 
they're going to become mar- 
tyrs.” said a teacher, who asked 
not to be named, referring to the 
former communist hierarchy. 

"If we are a real democracy, 
the Communist Party should 
have been allowed to dissolve 
itself and set itself up under a 
different name to fight an elec- 
tion,”' said a student. 

The student, like other 
Romanians frightened by the 
outpuring of popular anger in a 
country long ri^dly controlled, 
condemned . yesterday's 
demonstration which led to the 
NSF decision banning tbe party.

Mubarak made 
a timely decision 

ONCE again. President Hosni Mubarak reafTirms that his 
prime concern is the common man of Egypt. 

This was proved for the second time when the President 
sacked the powerful minister of interior, Zaki Badr — a few 
months after he had dismissed his defence minister Abu 
Ghazaleh. 

- By this act. Mubarak demonstrated that he knows the exact 
timing when a decision should be taken. 

The technique to deal with the public is a process that requires 
ve^ accurate balance and is notin the interest of the government 
to insist on the mistake just to show its authority. 

Wise dealing and fair judgement are reflect^ in the decision 
of Mubarak who felt that & people do not want interior 
minister and that the coming stages would not augur well for the 
minister — particularly after committing a grave mistake. 

Admittedly Zaki Badr performed his duty — but, his mistake 
was grievous. 

As the political practice is Egypt isa dvilised process, Jed by a 
civilised leader, he had no option, but to take this pragmatic 
decision. 

Ruling is the rule of the majority who gave their trust to a 
totally honest leader. Thou^, some chou^t Chat the silence of 
the President was a sign of weakness, they discovered that under 
this silence is a burning Hre that knows when to warm up and 
take appropriate decision. 

That silence and quietness of the President — which some 
thought as abnormal, came out to be strong enough to dismiss 
any person unwanted and not needed by the country or when it is 
necessary to change persons or posts. 

The Egyptian interior minister has now departed as the 
defence minister departed before him. Power and strength for 
Hosni Mubarak is the power of actions and not perwns or an 
influence that works ag^st the public interests. With all the 
quietness that characterises Hosni Mubarak, he ordered his 
interior minister to leave and band over the re^nsibilify to a 
new minister. The action was implemented svriftly and without 
any noise or abnormal trouble. The entire process was swift, 
shorter than any one in Egypt or the Arab world expected. He is 
the President of an open and democratic society, where wishes 
and desires of the people are said publicly and not in secrecy.

Republics seek to break away 

Gorbachev bids 
for Soviet unity 

MOSCOW. (Reuter): Bidding to bold tbe Soviet Union togetber. Kremlin 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev has offered the country's restless fringe republics the 
prospect i^t Moscow might crea tea formal framework for them to break away. 

The apparent pai^oa, formulated by Gorbachev in Lithuania on Thursday, 
is a logi^ extension of his declared drive to turn the monolith state into a 
genuine rederation of free partners, Soviet and foreign attaints said on Friday. 

"it is a gamble, but ifhe plays his cards right and if the nationalists recognise 
the unities of the world today, it might just oomeofr," said long-time Moscow- 
based Sovietolo^t Murarka. 

"What is aimed at is a federation with new relations between the centre and 
republics enjoying self-determination within a common democratic siruccure," 
said Albert Grigoryants, a le^l expert for tbe Soviet parliament. 

"What he seems to be doing is trying to make it morecomfortabJe to stay in the 
new Soviet statesei-up he envisages by also making it theoretically easier to get 
out." said a senior Western diplomat. 

For two years since national problems began to emerge as one of the main

Egypt’s law-and-order supremo sacked 

Opposition rallying point removed 


CAIRO, (Reuter): Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak has puU^ the mg from under his oppon- 
ents' feet with the sacking on Friday of the country’s 
law-and-order supremo, interior Minister Zaki 
Badr. 

While the 63-year-old former police ^sneral 
served a usefiil purpose in quelling dissent during his 
four years in office, political analysts said his brash 


and brutal image was uniting Egypt's fragmented 
opTOSition in a campaign for Ids removal, 
vi^ule opposition groups were likely to cast 


Badrs removal as a triumph of their own making , 
the analysis said they saw it as part and parcel of 
Mubarak's carrot-and-stick tactic in maintaining 
sodal equilibrium. 

Badr was widely unpopular, even within his own 
ministry. 

As he spent an hour clearing his desk at the 
dosdy^guar^ Interior Ministry on Friday after- ' 
noon, security sources told Reuters that several 
senior police officers were heard voicing reliefat the 
news of their chiers dismissal. 

Prominent columnist Ahmed Beba' Eddm, him- 
self a recent tar^ for the minister's blunt language, 
indicated that Uie sacking bad been on the cards for 


some time. 

“Ithinkl _ 

because he h^ become a burden on people, on us 
writers and on Mubarak himself," Beha' ludin told 
Reuters. 

"He was an afftoat to the president and the whole 
country." 

Beha’ Eddin believed tbe sacking followed an 
accumulation of incidents involving Badr's stron- 
gann methods as Egypt's law-and-order chief and 
scourage of Islamic dissidents. 

But it was a front-page article in the opjxzsition 
Sodalist Labour Pa^'s n-Shaab newsp^ier last 
Tuesday that Beha’ Eddin saw as the finaJ catalyst 

The daily spelled out what it said were tbe obscene 
qiitfaets used by Badr to desoibe intellectuals, 
writers and politicians. The epithets were printed in 
full — unheard of in Egyptian media and shoddng 
in a deeply conservative and devout society. 

Badr ordered the arrest of thousands of people, 
mainly fundamentalists, by extending spedal 
powers introduced after the 1981 assassination of 
Mubarak's predecessor, Anwar Sadat 

Most were freed without charge, but hundreds 


r emained in jail at any one time amid accusations by 
dvil ri^ts gronps timt many were beaten and tor- 
tured. 

But perhaps Badr's biggest error of judgement 
was wim the Islamic opposition. 

He made no distinction between outlawed activ- 
ists working in Cwo slums and the Muslim Brother- 
hood, an elitist body with a strong following among 
students and professionais. 

"It didn’t matter when he hammered impoveri- 
shed provindais working tmderground in me ten- 
ement areas of ^^tian does and towns," said one 
diplomat. "But in taking on the Muslim Brother- 
hood he was challen^ng part of Cairo's establish- 
ment” 

The Brotherhood, offidahy banned yet tolerated 
by Mubarak, has formed an alliance with secular 
oppodtion parties. 

Clandestine militants seek to overthrow the state 
by force, whereas the Brotherhood tries to change 
the system from vrithin. 

Both trends seek to establish Islamic law or sharia 
as the basis for ail government 








CAIRO, (Reuter); Interior MinisterZaki Badr. 
renowned for his crude language and hardline 
methods, was replaced on Friday by a man said 
to be his complete opposite in temperament 

President Hosni Mubarak, in a surprise 
announcement, removed Badr. 63. and 
replaced him with the governor of Assalut 
province, Mohammed Abdel-Halim Moussa, 
59. 

The stocky Badr, a former police general, 
was given to stormy outbursts, uang langua^ 
that would make many people blush. 

His tall, balding successor, a 1954 police 
academy graduate, is known for a measured 
approach tempered with courtesy and a willin- 
to exchange views with the government's 
diehard opponents. 

Badr was appointed interior mintjuw after 
thousands of police conscripts rioted in 1986. 
He became the strongarm side of Mubar^’s 
carrot-and-stick policy of giving freedom with- 
out letting it develop into anti-government 
violence. 


He is said to have arrested thousands of 
suspected fundamentalists, alleged leftists, 
communists, and human rights activists during 
his days in government. 

He is hated by the opposition parties and 
feared by many Egyptians for his use of emer- 
gency powers in force since President Anwar 
Sadat was assassinated in 1981 . 

Badr extended the regulations in 1988 for a 
further three years, triggering wrath from 
opposition parties. 

Badr has been at the centre of several con- 
troversies for his brash manner and use of 
violence in silencing protest. 

Last week, the opposition Socialist Labour 
Pa^ newspaper published a front-page report 
listing what it said were Badr's obscenities 
against prominent public figures. 

Last year he was involved in a scuftle in 
parliamrat where be slapped tbe face of an 
opposition member. 

In December, be scaped what police said 
was an attempt on his life whra a truck 


e.xpIoded as be drove past. 

Helaunched tirades of abuse at the officially 
banned but tolerated Muslim Brotherhood 
Party, describing members as child-moiestors, 
licentious liars and black marketeers. 

Assiut prorince is a stronghold of M uslim 
fundamentalism. Badr was governor there 
from 1982 to 1986. 

Moussa, who took charge of the province in 
I987j managed to avert bloody comrontation 
by dialogue and meeting some of the opposi- 
tion's lo^ demands. 

Moussa has said he cherishes hard woik and 
discipline. Associates call Um approacfaaUe, 
calm, wise, and very firm in dealing with crime. 

He was head of the investigative tax depart- 
ment between 1976and 1983, then he^ of the 
puUicsecuritydepartmentHeserved as Badr’s 
assistant before ^^g to AsauL 

Moussa is married with two daughters and a 
son. Like Badr, he was born in tbe Nile delta 
govemorate of Menoufia. 


North AMcan unity vulnerable to whims 


TUNIS, (Reuter): A union of five North African 
states is showing how vulnerable it is to re^onal 
conflicts and the whims of headstrong leaders as it 
prraares for its first working summit in Tunis. 

Tunis, which is hosti^ ^ summiL said it would 
start on Jan 21, after twice being postponed because 
one leader or another said he could not attend on 
previously agreed dates. 

The heads of state ofTunis. Algeria, Mauri tania, 
Libya, and Morocco set up the Arab Maghreb 
Union, North Africa's answer to the European 
Economic Community, last February with high 
hopes for rapid progress towards regional integra- 
tion by tbe tune the EEC creates a single European 
market in 1992. 

The achievements of the first year have been 
meagre and further progress depends on variables 
such as the Western Sahara conflict and whether 
Libyan le^er Muammar Khaddafi will continue to 
support a union which falls short of his pan-Arab 


ambitions, diplomats and analysts say. 

"From Marrakesh to Tunis, not mudi has been 
done.... the mechanisms laboriously put in place 
have rusted even before they started to function," 
wrote analyst Hedi Mechn in the ‘Tunis weekly 
magazine Realites. 

"W’e have yet to see tbe rules and institutions 
which will protect the union from the whims awd 
sudden changes of mood of those who signed the 
Marrakesh treaty,'’ he added. 

A spokesman for a meeting of junior ministers 
prniaring for the summit said there were many 
difficulties, both economic and political, but the will 
for unity remained strong. 

Ki i^ Hassan of Morocco said last month ties with 
Algeria were at a low ebb foUowinga recent upsurge 
in fighting between Moroccan troops in the Western 
Sahara and PoUsario guerrillas lifting for tbe 
independence of the former Spanish colony, 
traditionally with Algerian support.

Turkey cuts off Euphrates water flow 


ANKARA, Turkey, ( AP): Turkey closed down the 
hatches of the giant Atacurk dam today to fill up its 
reservoir, cutting off the flow of the Euphrates Rjver 
downstream to Syria and Iraq in a move that could 
lead to tensions among the three neighbouring 
countries. 

The occasion is a moment of pride and accompli- 
shment for Turkey, which views the dam, and a 
chain of othen to be built in the future, the key to the 
economic development of its backward southeas- 
tern region. 

But the event is considered cause for worry for 
souibern nei^bours Iraq and Syria, which are 
highly dependent on the waters of tbe Euphrates, the 
2.330 km long (l,4^mile) river that has been the 
lifeblood Arou^out history for the area which is 
ancient Mesopotamia. 

For one month, ■Syria and Iraq will receive 
reduced waterfrojn the tributariesoftbe Euphrates, 
estimated to be one fourth of the regular flow of 500 
cubic metres ( 1 7,500 feet) per second. 

Syria is more dependent on the river, because I raq 


also has the Tigris running through its territory. But 
being upstream. Syria is in a position to keep more of 
the Euphrates river waiters in its own reservoirs and 
allow a trickle to Iraq. 

"This is a problem they will have to solve among 
themselves." said a Turkish official who asked for 
anonymity. 

Ever sinoe they started building dams on the 
Euphrates in 1960s. Turks have bren periodically 
rea^uring their ndsbbours, saying th^ intend to 
allow optimum and just sharing of the waters by all 
three couniris. 

Nevertheless, once the southeast Anatolia project 
of IS dams and 18 hydroelectric power plants is 
completed, Turkey will have a stran^ehold on the 
waters of the Euphrates and Tigris Rivers. 

Syria has made no public statement on the immin- 
ent water cut. Iraq sent its deputy foreign minister. 
Nizar Hamdoun, to Turki^ last month to ask for a 
cut of two weeks instead of the planned one month. 

Hamdoun told reporters that the cutoff would ' 


not provoke a full-blown crisis in Iraqi agriculture, 
but it would still cause dama^ in some areas. 

Turks say technical needs — filiing up the 
reservoir to a bright of 120 metres (396 feet) and 
building a concrete plug for one of the diveraon 
chanq gif — dictate the one-month pmod. They 
could not promise the Iraqis any reduction.

Bombs blast in Tripoli 

One killed, ten wounded 


BEIRUT, Jan 13. (AP): Three 
bombs exploded io the northern 
port of Tripoli today during the 
morning rush hour, killing one 
person and wounding 10, soon 
after an explosive chai^ wen t olT 
near the Saudi Arabian embassy 
in Beirut. 

Scattered clashes were repor- 
ted between rival forces in Beirut 
and south Lebanon, but no 
casualties were reported. 

Police said panic swept 
Tripoli's central business section 
when the bombs detonated at a 
few minutes apart between 9 am 
and 9:15aro. 

Police reported frightened 
motorists caused major traffic 
snarls as they tried to flee the area 
in Lebanon's second largest city, 
50 miles (80 kilometres) north of 
Beirut. 

The bombs, each containing 
an estimated three kilogrammes 
(6 1-2 pounds) of TNT, were 
planted on sidewalks, police 
reported, 

None of the feuding Actions in 
Lebanon's 14-yeaF-old dvil war 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombings. 

But a police spokesman, who 
canjiqibiP named understanding 
regulations, said the attacks 
appeared to be aimed at under- 


mining the Syrian military 
presence in Tripoli. 

It has been policed by the 
Syrian army since 1983. when 
Syrian-backed dissident Pales- 
tinian groups forced Yasser 
Arafat's PLO out of their last 
stronghold in Lebanon follow- 
ing Israel's 1982 invasion. 

‘’All three explosions occurred 
10 to 15 metres (yards) from a 
Syrian anny checkpoint." the 
spokesman said. 

'There were similar bombing 
campaigns in West Bdrut after 
Syrian troops deployed in 
February 1987 to end three years 
of anarchy by feuding Muslim 
militias. 

Today’s explosions shattered 
windows within a two-mile 
(three-km) radius, leavingstreets 
carpeted with glass shards, and 
damaged 14 cars, police repor- 
ted. 

They said the fatality from the 
first blast was a 65-year-old elec- 
trical tools salesman. The other 
casualties were passers-by. 

Tripoli's 850,000 inhabitants 
are mainly Sunni MusILlis. The 
dt)('s co-ordination commitiee, 
which runs day-to-day adminis- 
trative affairs, blamed the bomb- 
ings on the forces of rebel Chris- 
tian leader Gen. Michel AouHi 


who seeks to force the Syrian 
army out of Lebanon. 

”lTiis is the way the outlaw 
general sees fit to carry on his so- 
called war of liberation,” the 
committee declared in a 
statement. 

The two-kilogramme (four- 
pound) bomb in Beirut exploded 
late last night under a car parked 
80 yards (metres) from the aban- 
doned Saudi Arabian embassy in 
the residential Manara neigh- 
bourhood of West Beirut. 

The explosions set several 
other cars on fire, but no casual- 
ties were reported. 

Aoun’smainly Christian army 
units and Syrian-backed Muslim 
clashed with machine guns and 
rocket-propelled grenades 
before dawn across Beirut's 
dividing Green Line. 

Police reported no casualties 
in the one-hour fireflght. But it 
underlined a marked increase in 
tension in the divided capital.

Baghdad to free 50 
disabled prisoners 


BAGHDAD, Jan 13, (AP): Iraq 
will free 50 disabled Iranian 
prisoners of war to match a 
similar release by Tehran, the 
first PoW exchange in more than 
a year. Red Cross officials said 
to^y. 

The move came amid support 
by both sides for a Soviet 
proposal to mediate peace talks 
that have been deadlocked vir- 
tually since they started Aug 25, 
1988, five days after a United 
Nations-sponsored ceasefire hal- 
ted the ei^t-year Gulf war. 

But UN officids who have 
sought in vain to revive the 
negotiations say deep differences 
still remain over implementation 
of the UN Security Council's 
ceasefire resolution. 

The disputes have left an 
estimated 100,000 captives held 
by both sides languishingin PoW 
camps. Some of them have been 
held since the early stages of the 
war that broke out in ^tember 
1980. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross officials said the 
Iranians would be freed after the 
SO Iraqis were released and flown 
to Baghdad. 

Iran's Ambassador to the 
United Nations, Kamal 
Khairazi announced in New 
York earlier this week that 


Tehran would release the ailing 
Iraqi capti'/es and said he hoped 
Iraqi would reciprocate. 

One of the Cross oniciaU 
said the Iraqi authorities have 
"promised to reciprocate with 
the release of an equal number.” 

The Iraqi PoWs are scheduled 
to be set free on Wednesday, the 
officios said. The ICRC superv- 
ises prisoner exchanges- 

The officials, sinking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said a Swiss 
airliner has been chartered to fly 
the Iraqis to Baghdad. 

UN officials have registered 
55,000 PoWs held by Iran and 
19,500 by Iraq. But they believe 
the total held by both sides is 
about 100,000. 

The 1948 ^neva Convention 
stipulates that all prisoners of 
war should be releasro when hos- 
tilities cease. But the captives 
held by the two sides have 
became pawns in the political 
manouevring by Iran and Iraq. 

In 1988, the sides exchan^ 
about 400 disabled and ailing* 
prisoners. But the operation 
collapsed in November of that 
year amid charges by both sides 
of falsifying the number of cap- 
tives seeking asylum. 

The two sides still hold an 
estimated 1,000 ailing PoWs bet- 
ween them. 


Iraqi envoy 
to discuss 
Euphrates 

BAGHDAD, Jan 13, (AP): The 
government will send a senior 
envoy to Ankara on Sunday to 
seek to persuade Turkish auth- 
orities to shorten a planned 
month-longcut in the flow of the 
Euphrates river, officials repor- 
ted today. 

Ministry of Irrigation and 
Agriculture officials said first 
undersecretary Abdul Saltar Sal-

>n to the Turkish capital 


cutting the Euphrates flow. 

The move, the second Iraqi 
mission to Ankara in as many 
weeks, was announced as the 
Turks were scheduled to halt the 
flow to fill up the reservoir at the 
giant Ataturk hydroelectric 4am 
in southeastern Anatolia 
province. 

That will drastically reduce the 
amount of water flowing south 
to Syria and Iraq. Their depen- 
dence on the Euphrates has 
heightened in recent years when 
they, like other countries in the 
arid region, have been hit by 
drought. 

The river will not be totally 
blocked, as tributaries below the 
Ataturk dam will still provide 
some water.

Asry makes 
first net " 
profit for 
ten years 

BAHRAIN, Jan 13. O^euter): 
An Arab Shipbuilding and 
Repair Y aid said today it made a 
net profit in I989ofS4.2nullioo, 
after 10 years of losses. 

Arab Ship Repair Yard (Asry) 
general manager Antonio 
Macbado Lopes told Reuters the 
Bahrain-based company expec- 
ted profits to soar in the 1990s on 
rising oil exports from the Gulf 
and a world-wide boom in ship- 
ping traffic. 

'‘In the coming years, the Gulf 
could be supplying most of the 
world's oil — if the area remains 
peaceful, the future of ship repair 
yards in the Gulf is very bright,” 
he said. 

Lopes said the company made 
a net loss in 1 988, after subtract- 
ing depreciation costs, but 
declined to give a figure. 

He said operating profit rose 
to S10.5 million in 1989. from 
$445,000 the previous year w^ 
turnover leaped to $47 milboa 
from 26 million. 

Lower insurance rates follow- 
ing an August 1988 ceasefire in 
the Iran-lraq war have boosts 
business for Gulf shipyards by 
making it cheaper for vessels to 
stay in the waterway. 

Lopes said Asry would build a 
second drydock at an estimated 
cost of $55 million to take advan-

Call to create national jrfsurance market 

New face^lift needed 


By Khaled Ahmad 

A LEADING insurance eiqMut has criticised the 
government-sponsored economic recommenda- 
tions for not tackling the insurance sector in the 
country. General Manager of the Arab Inter- 
nationa Insurance Company, Sheikh Mohammad 
AJ Jarrah A1 Sabah stressed that the economic 
recommendations designed to reactivate the 
national economy have not "touched the vital 
insurance sector.” He emphasised on the great 
impoitaooeofinsurancein the economic drclein the 
country and its role in financing of projects. 

He called for revising the role of supervision and 
control on the insurance sector throu^ co-oidinat- 
ing the investment activities with the government's 
economic policies. 

He stressed that the creation of a national 
insurance market is a very important advantage for 
the econoime development and thus it should 
receive an added concern. 

He expressed hope that this issue would receive a 
suitable size ia the ongoing discussions and 
measures anned at improving the investineot atmos- 
phere and the economic performance in general. 

He stressed on the strong bonds and important 
interaction between the insurance sector and other 
economic sectors. He cited the example during mid 
seventies when the insurance sector boomed along- 
with the construction and budding sector. Similarly, 
the insurance sector was adversly aOected by the 
drop in the activity of the construction field durkig 
the '80s. 

Sheikh Mohammad said that the reduction of 
interest rates on real estate loans, the strict bin on 
leasing government houses and the study on the 
possibility of owning apartments through easy-term 
loans, win certainly promote the construction sector 
and will positively mfluence the insurance activity. 
He said that the ability of the insurance sector to 
insure giant government {projects its very limited, 
and such projects are reinsured with the inter- 
national reinsurance markets. 

Sheikh Mohammad hailed the development 


achieved by some economic sectors, stressing that 
this would positively influence the iiuurance sector 
and other economic sectors in the country. He 
stressed that taking a number of spedfle measures 
and issiung a le^^tion to protect the insurance 
sector would greatly enhance the insurance business 
and win grauy restrict the outflow of funds paid on 
foreign re-insurance facilities. 

Sheikh Mohammad proposed a number of si^- 
^estions to promote load investment osmortunities 
mduiUng studying the possibility of allowing 
expatriates to contribute to lo<^ investment 
prefects. 

About the major developments that recently took 
place in die Gulf insurance markets, Sheikh 
Mohammad stressed that an intensive competition 
lias been raging in the Gulf. He said that the main 
cause of this competitioo, which influence the size of 
instalments is the return of many Inlemational 
insuranoe companies to the Gulf after the ceasefire 
in the Iraq-lran war. 

These foreign companies have been trying to gain 
control on the largest share possible and have been 
providing important facilities. He said that these 
companies have withdrawn from the region during 
die years of war but have now returned in full foroe. 
He said that there are indications of an economic 
boost in the region and it will leave an impact on the 
insurance industry , but ruled out any big boom tike 
tte one it took place in the '70s. 

He said that the operational results of the Arab 
Interoational Insurance Co. increased by 25 per cent 
during 1989 compared to the previous year^ He 
attributed dus increase to expanding activitia intlM 
Arab markets. He said that the Guif re-insurance 
companies have only lOp^oenlof the re-insurance 
operations from die region and the rest goes to 
foreign companies. 

He attributed this to the lack of technical 
capability in addition to lack of funds. He stressed 
that the Gulf insurance companies still revolve in the 
orbits of forei^.companies and the Gulf markets 
are still importmg insurance services, which result in 
a great exhaustion of funds out of the region. 


IMF remains divided on quota increase 


WASHINGTON, Jan 13, (Reuter): Negotiators sedung 
agreement on an increase in resources for the i n ternatiood 
Monetary Fund (IMF) were shai]^ divided yesterday 
^ extended their meetings into nextweek. 

Monetary sources smd the size of the increase was still at 
issue as as the growing problem, of loan payment 
arrears by member countries. ‘There has be^ some 
progr es s." a source said, “but they arc stQl sharply 
divided.”

Setting up fund for rehabilitation vital

NEW DELHI. Jan 13: Kerala Chief Minister E.K. 
Nayanar yeslenlay met Prime Minister V.P. Singh 
in ^Ihi and urged him to take steps to correct Ae 
“continued neglect and discrimination" the state 
had sulTered at the handsof previous central govern- 
ments. 

Nayanar said that many proposals submitted by 
the state government were either turned down or not 
acted upon. 

Nayanar requested Singh to consider a proposal 
made by the Kerala government to constitute a fund 
for the rehabilitation of people who return from the 
Gulf countries with a corpus of Rs 750 crores. 

He also requested that the Trivandnim airport be 
declared as an international airport with additional 
facilities. He wanted more Ind^ Airlines services 
from Calicut as also expansion of the facilities and 
services at Cochin airporL 

In respect of railways. Nayanar pointed out that 
the Alfe^y-Kayamici)IamIiDe,sanctioDedin 1982, 
was yet to be completed. The Telicherry-Mysore 
line. Nilampur-Cbamarajnagar line, Co^n-Bodi 
line, Trichur-Guruvayoor lue, doubling of the 
Mangalore-Shoranur line and completion of the 
remaining portions of the West Coast line were all 
prading with the centre, he said, adding that the 
railways had not located a single major project in 
Kerala, denying employment and development 


opportunities for the state. 

According to him, the percentage of central in- 
vestment in the public sector in Kerala had come 
down from 3.28 percent in 1974 to 1.62 percent in 
1987. The central investment in the state should 
have been Rs 2,484 crores. considering its popuia- 
tioD. but the sanctioned level was only Rsl.074 
crores, be said. 

The chief minister also wanted an increase of at 
least five percent in the credit deposit ratio ofbanks 
operating in the state. 

Nayanar also urged the prime minister to person- 
ally intervene in the matter of sanctioning various 
pending power projects in the state, induing the 
X(X)0 megawatt (mw) Trikkaripur thermal projecL 
the fuel linkage for the proposed 60 mw diesel poser 
plant at Kasargod and the 90mw combined cycle 
plant at Brahampuram (Cochin), and the allocation 
of gas for the proposed power station at Cochin. He 
also wanted a nuclear ftower station to be set up in 
north Kerala. 

The chief mintster said the import policy of the 
central government had deleterious effects on 
agricultu^ commodities and cash crops and caHed 
for a fresh review of the policy. 

The prime minister is understood to have assured 
Nayanar that the state’s demands would be sym- 
pathetically considered. The chief minister was 
accompanied by Surface Transport Minister K.P. 
Umukrishnan.

ONGC to expand exploration

NEW DELHI, Jan 13; India's Oil and Natural Gas 
Commission (ONGC) will extend its exploratory 
efforts to several new areas this year. 

An ONGC spokesman said these areas included 
the shallow waters off the Gujarat coast, Madhya 
Pradesh, Maharasht^ Andhra Pradesh and the 
Jaisalmer basin io Raja^an. 

In the Gulf of Cambay off Gujarat, where the 
water depth varies between one and fifty feet, 
ONGC plans to use a special type of rig because 
cooventional rigs cannot work at such low depths. 
At least seven locations have been finalised for 
d rilling in this area. 

ONGC has identified three sedimenta^ basins as 
possible areasfor hydrocarbon exploration in Mad- 
hya Pradesh. Two rigs on charter hire are expected 
to be deployed in this area soon. 

In Rajasthan, ONGCs exploratory efibits are 


being extended to drill deeper wells in hitherto 
difficult areas. Two rigs will join the three ^ready 
deployed in the area soon, the spokesman said. 

In the Pranhita — Godavari basin, spread over 
parts of Andhra Pradesh and Maharashtra, three 
locations have been identified for drilling. 

According to the spokesman, India's recoverable 
reserves stood around 1233 million tonnes today, 
including 666 million tonnes of oil and 567 million 
tonnes of oil equivalent of gas, up from 860 million 
tonnes five years ago. He said the focus was on 
deploying modem techniques like thrre-dimen- 
sional basin modelling, synthetic aperture radar 
survey, magnet — tellupo surveys and geological 
prospecting. 

Future dnallenges for India's oil industry include 
exploration for sirategraphic traps, deep water 
exploration, drilling in high temperature and high 
pressure conditions, exploitation of marginal and 
isolated gas pools as also thin columns and the 
application of enhanced oil recovery techniques. 


East Germany lifts ban on foreign investment 


EAST BERLIN. Jan 13. (Reuter); East 
Germany opened the flood^tes to Wes- 
tern capital yesterday by Kftin'g a ban on 
foreign investment and saying it might 
allow some outside firms to hola majority 
stakes in joint venture companies. 

Parliament voted overwhehningly to 
change the country’s rigid constitution to 
allow foreign participation in East Ger- 
man businesses of all si^ — from huge 
state combines to tiny private finns. 

Economics Minister Christa Lufl told 
parliament the government would issue a 
Secree regulating joint ventures in two 
weeks, a temporary measure pending full 
legislation later in 1 990 afler free elections. 


Earlier Finance Minister Uta Nickel 
said Ae goyemment would consider 
excrations to its planned 49 percent ceiling 
on feragn shareholdings which has been 
criticised in West Germany as not going 
far enough to attract outside investment. 

Lufl said on West German television 
exceptions were likely to include small and 
medium-sized firms. 

So far East Germany has said its new 
regulations would restrict foreign par- 
ticipation in joint ventures to 49 per cent to 
protect East German industry f^m a seU- 
ouL 

East Germany has communism's stron- 
gest economy but is keen to attract foreign 


capital to bolster industries wilting 
because of outmoded factories and a 
dr ama tic westward exodusof disillusioned 
citizens. 

Nickel told reporters after meeting West 
German finance minister Theo Waigel; 
"We will formulate basic rules." 

Waigel said West German firms were 
clamouri ng to invest in East Germany but 
would not be satisfied with a 49 per cent 
limit 

**A1I forms of participation .are 
probiemaiic,” Waigel said. 

"But 49 perceDlparticipation will defin- 
itely not be enough to maintain the atmos- 


phere that prevails in the markets at the 
moment and to allow capital to flow in the 
light direction.” 

Western economic experts said other 
refonni^ East European countries had 
also initimly tried to keep majority stakes. 
in joint ventures but has abwdoned this 
rather than fri^ten away Western inves- 
tors. 

“Our impression has been forsometime 
that if a joint venture is of particular 
interest, then the 49 per cent rule will be 
relaxed,” said one Western diplomat. 

“The word in West Germany is — don't 
wait for the law to be passed, get into tte 
maritet now,” he added.

Manila seeks more 
money from Japan 


Some banks may increase their loans 


TOKYO, Jan 13, (Reuter): A 
high-level Philippine team 
sought to convince Japanese 
banlb to lend more money to 
Manila following last month's 
abortive coup, but it appears to 
have had limited success, bank- 
ers said. 

While some banks here may 
increase their loans to coun- 
try slightly, many believe they are 
already leading enough. 

“Japan on the whole has 
already made a sufficient con- 
tribution,” a senior Japanese 
banker said. 

The Philippines had been seek- 
ing pledges of about SI billion in 
new commercial credits, but so 
far has been able to raise around 
S620 million. 

The delegation, led by new fin- 
ance secretary Jesus Estanislao, 
sought to reassure Japanese la- 
kers that the Philippines’ econ- 
omic and debt policy remains on 
course despite an attempted 
army coup last month which 
nearly toppled President 
CorazoQ Aquino. 

“They were upbeat,” a Japan- 
ese bauker said.

Before leaving Manila for 
Tokyo on Tuesday, Estanislao 
told reporters his team hoped to 
secure at least S750 million in 
new loans during its four-nation 
tour. 

Delegation members told ban- 
kers hm they came to Tokyo 
first because th^ felt US and 
European banks would be 
encouraged to lend more if th^ 
saw that their counterparts i in 
Japan had responded favoura- 
bly. 

But several Japanese bankers 
said they felt tfa^ were already 
doing thw fair share. 

“It is not a question of the 
Japanese banks,” one said. “It is 
a question of the European and 
American banks.” 

He complained about so- 
called “free-riders” in Europe 
and American — banks which 
get Che b«efits of the Philip- 
pines' latest debt plan without 
enduring any of the costs.

Inflation has

LONDON, Jan 13, (Reuter);

Western business storms East Europe- on road strewn with pitfall^: 


LONDON, Jan 13. (Reuter): Western 
businessmen are rushing to East 
Euro{>e in the hope of capturing 
lucrative new markets as reformist 
polity-makers chip away at 40 years of 
barriers to foreign investment. 

But Western companies are fmding 
the newly opened roM to the East can 
be strewn with obstacles. 

Draft laws to promote join t-ventures 
for the first time in East German have 
teen criLicis^ by West German busi- 
ness as “half-hearted” and fall far short 
of expMtations generated by the 
dramatic downfall of the Honecker 
regime, last year. 

And even though Hungary and 
Poland have thrown t^r boideis o^ 
to freeenierprise. economists warn that 
(bur decades of Stalinist central plan- 
ning have left East bloc nations poorly 
placed to respond to the demands of 
Western industry. 


“Tbe legal problems can usually be 
overcome,” sw Ralph Land, general 
manager of Rank Xerox's East 
European export operations in Lon- 
don.

The revolution of 1989 overturning

Spencer is that quintesseatiaUy

NEW YORK, (Reuter): Communism may be bat- 
tered and bruised around the world, perhaps even 
dying, but here in the heart of capitalism sits a 
dedicated, card-carrying communist leader who 
isn't worried.' 

In his office, near his bicycle exerciser, portrait 
of Lenin, busts of Marx and Engels, a telephone be 
assumes is tapped and a colour photograph of 
himself with ^^lchaiI Gorbachev, Gus Hall says 
reports of communism's collapse have been gros- 
sly exaggerated. He calls it "the new big lie." 

White-haired, friendly, 79-year-old Hall has led 
the US Communist Party for 30 years, which is 
more years than hecan remember. He literally taps 
his hod trying to come up with the year he took 
over, but can't do it because it has been so long. 

“I am sure it was two or three years after 1 got 
out of jail. I’ve been told that 1 am the longest- 
serving Communist Party head anywhere," he says 
with a shrug about leading the 20,000-membCT 
American Communist Party. 

Party ranks have been decimated for decades by 
the cold war, twists in Soviet policy, harassment by 
the Federal Bureau of Investi^tioif (FBI) and a 
strong US economy. The new crisis in communism 
also does not help. 

But Hall is not worried about the future of a 
cause to which he has dedicated his life, including 
spending eight years in jail for conspiring to teach 
the overthfw of the US government, a'charge he 
dismisses with the wave of a grandfatheriy hand. 

“The new big life is the death of communism. 
The Bush admmlstratioD operates on the theory 
that communism and socialism U dead, that's 
because nobody believes that the Soviet Union is 
an evil empire any more," he told Reuters in an 
interview at New York's Communist Party 
beat^uaiters. 

. ... Hfi JhinkS-thCLStreet demonstrations, thatiiaveLj 
toppled communist leaders ail over JEasfeIrn 
Europe are 'only trapoiary. He says they came 
because East Europe’s lead^ lost touch with tbe 
masses and not because communism can’t work. 

"I was surprised the lack of democracy and 
tbe style of leadership. It surprised me that they 
were not in touch witii their members and had no 
idea of the feelings of the people. 

“My overall assessment is that what is going on 
is a step backward on a short-term basis but a step 
forward in the long term. 'What is happening wfll 
bufld a better sodafism." 

Hall and his Communist Party have long been 
dismissed by Americans as slavish followers of a ^ 
party line dictated by Moscow. The Wall Street 
Jounial asked its readers the other day the dif- 
ference between the party and the Brooklyn 
Bridge, saying that both were supported by cables. 

But Hall rejects the criticism, saying he has 
spoken out to right wrongs, and recounts with 
pride a tUThe with toe late Romanian despot 
Nicolae ^usescu at a banquet in Bucharest. 
Ceausescu was so annoyed that he refused to give 
Hall the presents ofRomanian art he had lined up 
for him. 

"He was not acommunist leader. He acted Uke a 
king. He used to always have a valet at his side at 
party conferences." 

Nor is Hall that happy with how toe Soviet 
Union is re-examining and rejecting its StaUnist 
past. "How often can you dig old Joe's bones up. 
Yoii have to Irok at yoursdves,” he says of a 
tendency to bl^e St^u for everything wrong 
with Soviet-style sociaUsm. 

But he likes Gorbachev and says that per^- 
troika and glasnosi were as inevitable in the Soviet 
Union as tbe collapse of capitaUsm is in the West 

Hall -says he has given no thought to retiring, 
adding "toese are interesting times, especially for 
communists.” 

“llie only reason I won't see communism come 
to America in my lifetime is because of my 
Hall added. (

Toads and frogs dying 

Global early warning 


WASHINGTON, Jan 13. (Reuter); Toads 
and frogs are dropinng like flies. 

Zoologists say that a mysterious, 
precipitous decune in the amphibian 
population in some parts of the wond raises 
troubling questions about the future of 
humans and the environmeoL 

"iKfiiat we’ve got there is a ^obal early 
wamiog system and that system is the frog," 
sa^ zoolopst Michael Tyler of Australia's 
Umversiiy of Adelaide. 

To date, tbe evidence of a huge decline in 
the worid's amphiNan population is largely 
anecdotal but zoolo^ts say it should not 
be ignored. 

"AmphitMaiu have a peipenially moist 
skin, and they live both on land and in water, 
so they are constantly sampling their 
envirooment in 'ways that we don't,” says 
David Wake, an evolutionary biologist at 
the University of California at Berkel^. 

"They are going to sense things before we 
do, and if to^re going to go, there’s a 
messam there for us,” says Woke, former 
presidrat of the American Society of 
Naturalists. ' 

If, after further study, it isdeiennined that 


the threat to amphibians Is only a local 
probtein, or part of some natural cycle, theo 
there is nothnm to wony about, says Wake. 

However, ifinstead u is determined that 
, tbe problem is world-wide, then something 
must be done, he said. 

"Without question something is going on 
in some places. What we don't know is ifit's 
general If it is a global phenomenon, this 
really is an important discovery,” be said. 

At Wake’s suggestion, tbe US National 
Academy of Sciences in Washington has 
decided to sponsor a conference on the 
phenomenon next month in Irvine. Califor- 
nia. 

The goal of the meeting, which is to be 
chaired by Wake, is to determine if there is a 
problem and, if so. what to do about it, said 
national academy staff member Donna 
Gerardi. 

A decade ago. when he walked through 
the meadows of tbe High Sierras — a craggy 
mountain range that runs along the Calitor- 
nia-Nevada border — "it used to be frong 
heaven," Wake recalled in a telephone 
interview. "They were so thick on the 
ground you would step on them. 


"Now th^ are almost absent from the 
area.” be said. 

He found a stmiiar decline in salamander 
and toad populations on a recent visit to 
Costa Rica's Monte Verde rain forest, rais- 
ing suspicions that tbe problem was wide- 
Sinead.

Along Australia’s east coast alone about 
20 differem amphibian spedes have been 
afTected “and some have disappeared 
entirely,'' Tyler said in a telephone 
interview. 

In Australia, New Zealand and New 
Guinea "a large number of spedes have 
either disappeared totally or have disap- 
peared from a large part of ihdr range.” 
Tyler added.

There is a common misconception that an anidavitof I 
parental consent is sumdent for this purpose. However, since most of the ' 
parties are already of legal age. such parental consent is no longer neces- 
sary. What is required by the embassy is for the parents to state I 
categorically the single status of their son or daughter; (2) duly certified by 
the Clerk ofCourt in the Office of the Executive Judge of the ^strict where 
the Notao' Public bad obtained his Notary Commission; (3) authenticated .

Other questions on marriage: 

1 . What is the nature of status of marriage? 

It is the union ofone man with one woman for the reciprocal blessings of 
a domestic home life, and for the birth, rearing and education of children. 
The Family Code of the Philippines contemplates only a monogomous 
marriage. Linder the Muslim Code (P.D. No. 1083, also called the Code of 
M uslim Laws of the Philippines, and declared effective as of 04 February 
1 977), marriage has a difTerent concept in that a Muslim can have as many 
as four wives a't a time, provided hecan give them equal compaoionshipand 
equal treatment. 

2. Can a marriage by proxy (one where the other party is merely 
represented by a delate or friend) be considered valid? 

(a) If performed in the Phitippines. or in any Philippine embassy or 
consulate, the marriage is void be»use physical presence of both parties is 
required. 

If performed abroad, whether between Filipinos or between a Filipino 
and a foreigner, the rule is ihaL if such marriage is valid as such in the 
country where it is celebrated, it should be considered as valid in the 
Philippines, without prejudice to any restrictions that may be imposed by 
Phiiipv'ine immigration laws. 

3. If a man and -woman were validly married in the Philippines and 
sub^uenily obtained absolute divorce from a foreign country which 
allows divorce. is such divorce recognised under E^hilippioe law? 

No. because under the Philippine Civil Code, absolute divorce is pro- 
hibited. 

An exemption to this is a marriage between Muslim Filipinos under 
Muslim rites. This e.\ccption does not apply to converted Muslims. 

4. 1 n case a Filipino citizen and a foreigner were validly married, and a 
divorce was there-after validly obtained abroad by the alien spouse 
capaciiaiing him or her to remarry, could the Filipino spouse remarry? 

Yes, for two reasons: 

(a) To avoid the absurd situation wherein a Filipino is considered still 
marri^ to his or her alien spouse, although the latter is no longer married to 
(be Filipino spouse because the alien bad obtained divorce abroad which is 
recognistd bv his or her national law; and 

(b) To solve the problem of many Filipino women who, under the old 
law, are still considered married to their alien husbands even after the latter 
hav'e^ready validly divorced them under their national laws and perhaps, 
have already marned again. 

5. How can a marriage contract, executed in the Philippines, be authen- 
ticated? How about if the marriage contract is executed in Kuwait? 

If the marriaee coniraci is executed in the Philippines: 

(a) Have it duly registered with the OflTce of the Local Civil Registrar or 

ibc city or municipality w here the marriage is celebrated. 

(b) Have it auiheniicaled. in chronolo^cal order, with the following 
got'ernmeot agencics:

Sia, Mesa. M.-mila 
2Muthenlication Ditision 
. Office of the President 
Malacanang. Manila 

3) Authentication Division 

Dcpuinment of Foreign Affairs

(c) Present the marriage coniraci, which was duly authenticated by the 
above concerned Philippine government agencies. 10 the Philippine 
emba.ssy here for further authentication. 

The authemication fee is KD6.500. 
Id) Finally, have it auiheniicaled with the Authenticaiion Division of the 
Kuwait Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

Ifthe marriage contract is executed in Kuwait but outside the Philippine 
eipbassv. the steps are: 

(a! Have it first authenticated with the Authentication Division of the 
Kuwait Ministry of Foreifm AfTairs.

A system that works 


BLASTED before it could 
bloom was the country's hna^ 
of political stability when a 
several thousand mutinous sol-' 
diers mount^ a putsch that sput- 
tered during the fu-st week of 
Decmber. Now the possibility 
stares us — some of the private 
banking institutions already 
coinmitted to extend new loans 
for the country's economic 
recovery programme might just 
begin to have second thou^ts, 
and that's not the worst that can 
happen. 

Social Security System 
Administrator Jose L. Cuisia, Jr, 
a member of the Philippine 
negotiating team forloansiorthe 
economic recovery prograimne, 
tries not to look worried. 

“The signing is scheduled on 
January9tfa,''faesay5. ‘They will 
probably see thii^ normal by 
then, so maybe not too many 
banlu will b^k ouL We have al 
least S600 million committed. 
We were hoping we could get it 
up to S750 million rince there 
were a number of big banks that 
have not yet made any commit- 
ments. Now it's these banks that 
may dedde not to provide new 
money and opt for a buy- 

back option. That is what Tm 
worried abouL" 

The buy-back option means 
these banks will sell their Philip- 
pine debt p^rs to the Centim 
Bank at a .50 per cent discount 
The Central Bank will pay with 
money (Obtained from oHldal 
sources of funds such as the 
World Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), the 
Japan Ex-lm Bank, and from the 
Emnomic Support Fund that 
comes from the United States for 
use of Philippine military bases. 
It's not a bad deal at alL condder- 
ing the savings on the principal 
and the interest althou^ it's not 
new money. The Central Bank 
has already selected papers 
amounting S U 1 2 billion for buy 
back, but the fund sources have 
yet to come through. 

Cuisia was of a Philippine 

team that negotiated in 1989 with 
a 12-man advisory committee 
that represented 12 of the coun- 
try's major creditor banks from 
various continents. The Philip- 
pine team was beaded by Finance 
Secretary Vicente Jayme and 
Central Bank Governor Jose 
Fernandez; another member was 
Philippine ' National Bank 


President Edgardo Espiiitu. The 
negotiations, held in New York, 
were a drawDQut affair: prelimin- 
ary discussions in A^riL July and 
August; final negotiations were 
in September. The Philippine 
panel timed the negotiations to 
take place alter Mexico started 
its own negotiation with the same 
1 2-man advisory committee; and 
they profited from what they 
learned about the Mexican 
negotiations. The Mexicans 
presented a complicated 
proposal that made discussions 
tedious; the Philippine ftanel 
present^ two ample options: 
new money for buy bacL 

So in the end, and all in all, 
what has the Philippines gotten 
throu^ its negotiators? First, 
says Administrator Cuisia, there 
has been that extended fund 
fadlity from the IMF of S13 
billion — but part of that money 
will go into buy-back transac- 
tions and other debt reduction 
and debt service reduction arran- 
^ments. The World Bank will 
extend much the sarne thing: new 
money as well as debt-reduction. 
Another component was 
negotiated with the so-called 
Paris' Club the previous May 
when Cuisia was not yet a mem- 
ber of the Philippine panel: 14 
creititor governments agreed to 
restructure obligations, both 

mg 52 hUhon. That res- 
tructuring, according to Cuiria, 
saved the country something like 
SISO million. The third enmpon- 
enL where Cuisia was involvM as 
a member of the negotiating 
team, is the financing from the 
creditor banks for whidi 5600 
million has been committed. 

The funds, of course, will be 
used for growth and devd<^ 
ment — to wing up the per capita 
income to where it wasm 1981 by 
1992, which means that the coun- 
try has to achieve a sustained 
growth of 6.65 per cent every 
year. “We are also trying to bring 
down the inflation rate to eight 
per cent and to ensure that 
interest rates are stable so that 
growth could be sustained," he 
says. Between agriculture and 
industry, he says, there will be a 
balancra approach. 'There will be 
a great de^ of emphasis on 
infrasturctures, and in the 
development of the power sector. 
The good news is there are 
also foreign investors quite eager 


to help the country develop its 
power generation capad^. But 
don't say goodbye to blackouts 
yet — those power ventures are 
probably long term projects. 

His Job, however, is as 
administrator of the Social 
Security System, the ‘institution 
tasked to protect Filipino 
employees in the private sector 
and thkr families against contin- 
gencies such as maternity, dis- 
ability, sickness, old age and 
deatK If you go by the statistics 
of increa^ benefits for Fitipino 
workers, then you have to allow 
that he is doing an outstanding 
job here. Since he came into the 
system, miniirmni penrioDs have 
^ne up from P120 to P500. Pen- 
smns at all other levels have also 
markedly increased. The benefits 
and salary loans as well as 
calamity loans have also sub- 
stantially increased. Maximum 
salary loan used to be P1,(XX); 
now it'sP6,000. Maximum bous- 
ing loans used to be P100,0(X); 
under Cuisia it grew to P300,(X)0. 
Home repair loans are now up to 
P100,000. 

Those are what SSS members 
can appredate. 

Ail these were posrible because 
the System has bad a good yield 
on its investments and looks like 
it will continue to reap big 
dividends. This does not, 
however, mean that the SSS is no 
longer a conservative investor. 
“We recognize ^at these are 
trust fun^," the administrator 
says, “so we have to be veiy 
prudent in our investments. We 
have gone into stodc investments 
but we do not invest in 
sproulative company, nor do 
we lend to companies that arp 
losing money or to companies 
that do not have a good track 
record. Yes, we are diversifying 
our portfolio because we cannot 
continue 10 Just depend on gover- 
nment fadlities as investnimt 
outl^ to ensure agood yield. We 
have been able to increase ben- 
efits these last three years mtb- 
out increasing the rates of con- 
tribution because the earnings 
have been good." 

A number of innovations have 
also been introduced into the sys- 
tem, pursuing the idea that the 
SSS should also contribute to 
economic ^velopmenL One of 
these is the P2 billion Industrial 
Modemizatipn and Expansion 
Loan Programme (IMELP). As 


the name indicates, the 
programme helps companies 
that are modernizing and expan- 
to become more competitive 
^lecially in export markets. 
Fi(^ companies in the poultry 
business, among many others, 
have availed themselves of this 
progran^. This has, naturally, 
resulted in checraation of a lot of 
new jobs. The P2 billion IMELP 
fund is almost all taken up, and 
there isadamourforits increase. 

Some SSS members made a 
little fortune recently by taking 
advantage of another loan 
programme, and investing in 
Philippine National Bank (PNB) 
stocu. Say they bought 100 
shares at the stock market at 
P170 — that’s PI7,000 which 
they borrowed from the SSS — 
and sold at 1^600, they would 
have m^e about P43,()00 with- 
out using their own money. 

This January, Adminbirator 
Cuisia hopes that President 
Aquino will formally Launch a 
liwdihood loan programme for 
SSS membera who, to qualify, 
must be members of a qualifi^ 
co-operative. “We've tuso ins- 
tituted loans for hospitals, 
educational institutions," he 
sa^ “Tlieie's that hospital that 
wQl be built in San Fernando, 
Pampanga, a tertiary hospital 
with over 100 beds for our mem- 
bers in that region. We are finan- 
cing a centre in Cavhe. 

We*ce giving them 20-year loans. 
They can't get that from com- 
merdal banlcs." 

What could be the most 
remarkable tiling aboot the SSS 
today is that it may yet succeed in 
its role as catalyst for long term 
industrial financing Private 
banks are not aUe to extend 
fixed-rate long-term loans. Only 
the Development Bank of the 
■Flulippn^ and the SSS have 
been doing that and even the 
DBP, says Cuisia, has very 
limited capacity. He has been 
calling on his friends in the 
insurance companies who have 
long term funds to alro lend on a 
lon^ term ba^ But they prefer 
to mvest in short term govern- 
ment securities — it's safer and it 
gives good yields. “If you look 
only at the profit angle," Cuisia 
says, “you can't blame them. But 
we also believe they have a role to 
play in economic devdopment 
So I'm doing all 1 can to 
dacou^ge them to participate iiT

syndications of long term loans 
so that Filipino businessmen 
could enjoy more reasonable 
rates for long tenn loans. I feel 
that the SSS, the DBP and the 
GSIS ^ould join hands vnth 
them to finance big but viable 
ventures.”

Timmy was so intrigued by what was told her 
that she vowed she'd see for herself this mangkuk- 
ulam they are talking about She rode a horse 
towards the moimtains and found a nipa hut in the 
middle of a field. "I saw a woman cookuig so 1 
moved closer to the house. When 1 got near and I 
could see her clearly, she turned suddenly to look 
at me. 1 got scared, said Timmy. 

She dttcribes her house in Bulacan as "eerie.”

SULUrA group of heavily 
armed men massacred an 
undetermined number of 
(ishennen aboard a motor- 
boat ofTBulong Island, Sulu. 

Reports reaching tbe 
Philippine Coast Guard 
(PCG) headquanersin Man- 
ila said five fishermen were 
killed by suspecied members 
of the Moro National 
Liberation Front (MNLF). 

Other reports indicated 
that more &an five fisher- 
men were killed in the attack. 

Lt Ronilo Bacolod, PCG 
^kesman, said tbe fisher- 
men were fishing in Sulu Sea 
when the rebels fired at them. 
One survivor was abducted 
by the rebels, he added. 

Bacolod said the PCG was 
checking reports on thenum- 
ber of f&bennen killed. He 
did not discount more than 
five fishermen were mas- 
sacred. 

He said that Commo. Pio 
H. Garrido Jr, PCG com- 
mandant, received reports 
that four other fishermen 
survived the attack. 

Garrido ordered Coast 
Guard stations in Mindanao 
to conduct pursuit opera- 
tions. He said the rebeb were 
reportedly led by one "Com- 
mander Akbhar.” 

Meanwhile, the Coast 
Guard ended search opera- 
tions for passengers and crew 
members of the m/v Jamaida 
which sank off Jolo eariy this 
month. 

About 180 persons were 
aboard tbe ship when it sank 
due to big waves and sut>ng 
wind, the Coast Guard said. 

Garrido said two PCG 
patrol craft rescued 160 pas- 
sengers and retrieved seven 
bodies in Sulu Sea. 

He said search operations 
for other passengers yielded 
negative results. 

Garrido said four motor 
boats helped in the search 
and rescue operations for 
three weeks, but to no avail.

Welsted was charged with 
child abuse while Tompkins 
was charged with acts oflas- 
civiousness and child rape

Welsted complained to his 
lawyers about an uniden- 
tified caller offering his 
serx’ices to settle the case for 
SIO.OOO. Four days later he 
again told his la^'ers that 
the same caller told him, this 
time, to raise S20.000 to 
include the case of Tompk- 
ins*. He said he refused the 
ofTer, saying he was set up for 
extortion. He said he will 
fight his case in coun for he is 
innocent, he added. 

Laforteza and Bunao said, 
“it is very obrious in this case 
that there's a gang of people 
operating in this city 
specializing in filing cases 
against Americans under 
flimsy reasons and doubtful 
factudiiies solely for extor- 
tion." 

They cited the following 
facts to back up their 
arguments: 

1. The two alleged victims 
of child abuse and rape. 12- 
year old Ricardaand 14-year 
old Annina (not their real 
names) said in their sworn 
statements that Welsted 
ofdered them to massage his 
naked body sometime in 
Febniary 1988. Welsted was 
in IDiego Garda on his dale 
and would not be backed in 
the Philippines until April 
1988. 

2. In the same sworn 
statements the two minors 
said they massa^ Welsted 
in his rented apartment 
sometime in the later part of 
1988. However, the 
documents signed by Wel- 
sted and Dr l^win Abides, 
owner of the said apartment, 
showed that Welsted started 
occupying the premises on 
April 29, 1989 up April 
16,1990.

General Hospital on 0>et 29, 


.1989, showed that tbe alleged 
rape victim, Armina, was 
stDJ vii^n: that there was no 
laceration on the labia min- 
ora and that her hymen is still 
intact. 

Laforteza and Bunao said 
that extortion motive in this 
case is very evident with tbe 
facts at hand.

(PNDF) or E^ential Drug 
hsi a list of drugs that are 
capable of safety and 
efficacy, was formally laun- 
ched Tuesday by the Depart- 
ment of Health (DOH). 

The PNDF (Volume 1) 
consists of a core list of 297 
essential drugs and a com- 
plementary iist of 263 drugs. 

In the coire list are drugs 
that satisfy the health care 
needs of the majority of the 
population and that should 
be made available at all times 
in approbate dosage forms 
and in suificient quantities at 
affordable cost. Health 
secretaxy Alfredo RA. Ben- 
gzon said. 

The complementary list 
includes drugs, for treating 
rare disorders, dru^ with 
special pharmacological 
properties and alternative 
drugs that may be prescribed 
if tiure is no response to the 
corMssential dnigs or when 
the essential drugs cannot be 
administered for one reason 
or another. 

The PNDF lists drugs act- 
ing on the nervous system 
such as analgesics or pain 
relievers; drugs for the mus- 
culoskeletal system such as 
non-steroidal anti-inflamat- 
ory drugs; anli-infectives 
such as tetracyclines and 
peoidUins; immunolo^cals 
such as vaccines; cardiovas- 
cular drugs such as anti- 
anginal agents (beta adren- 
oceptor blockers and cal- 
cium channel blockers);

Hoiyfield, who is un- 
defeat^ in 23 bouts, gets a 
one-third cut of the fight’s 
neL plus percentages of the 
closed-ciFCuil, pay-per-view 
and international television 
rights. 

There is no rematch clause 
in the contract, which also 
stipulates that Hoiyfield may 
not fight anyone except 
Tyson aher Feb 10.

ALBANY. N.Y.. Jan i3,(Reuter); Lawyers battling over 
the fate of the America 'sCup yachting prize filed tbeirfinal 
papers with New York's highest court yesterday. 

New Zealand's Mercury Bay Boating Gub is hoping 
that the New York State Court of Appew will ovenurn a 
lower coun decision to award yachting's most prestigious 
trophy to the San Diego Yacht Gub. 

Lemgrapplingbetween tbe Mercury Bay Boating Club 
and & San Diego Yacht Gub began in 1987 arc has 
continued since the staging of the last America's Cup in 
Sas Diego in 19^. 

It all started when San Diego won the Cup from Aus- 
tralia but broke with precedent by leaving for home before 
setting tbe terms for the next challenge. 

New Zealander Michael Fay challenged San Diego to 
race in I988ma 132-foot(40.2-melre)$looprarlargerthan 
the i 2-meue yachts traditionally used. San ^ego refused. 


Fay took the iaue to court and New Y ork Justice Carmen 
Oparick ordered both sides to race first and seek ooun 
action later. 

San Diego defended the Cup with a 6(^foot ( 1 8.3-metie) 
catamaran, which is inherently faster than a sloop, and 
Dennis Conner easily won tbe best-of-three series 2-b. Fay 
asked the court to disqualify San Diego for sailing a 
catamaran and Ctparkk ^reed, awarding the Cup to New 
2^and. 

An appellate panel, however, overturned the verdict, 
ruling that tbe "Deed of gift" which sets out rules for the 
America'sCup. imposed nosuch design constraints on the 
defender. Fay then took the issue to the New York Court 
of Appeals, which will have the final say. 

arguments before the appeals court are scheduled 
for February 8 and a decision is «pected by the end of 
March.

Ironically the US-ba^ Cze- 
choslovak. nearly 30 and show- 
ing the first signs his best might 
be in the past, would willingly 
swap his ranking for one ofBeck- 
er's Wimbledon titles.

ROME, Jan 13. (Reuter): Di^ Maradona has been fined 
S7.000 by Italian soccer authorities for saying the draw for the 
19M World Cup finals was rig^. 

The League's dismplinaiy committee said in a statement 
yesterday evening it bad fin^ the Napoli and Ar^ntine World 
Cup captain 10 million lire for a complaint he made fast month 
about 1^ national team's tou^ grouping. 

"Personally I think that the Efecember 9 draw was decided in 
advance. (Argentina's) group is the hardest of all. It's ray opinion 
but I'll express it the drew had already been made," Maradona 
said on December 19. 

The Italian Soccer Federation had swiftly referred the stocky 
midfielder to the International Football Federation (Fifa) "for 
behaviour contrao^ to the sporting principles of probity and 
moral propriety...in saying the World Cup had bera predeter- 
mined."

Norman disqualifies himself, Strange leads 


GOLD COAST, Australia, Jan 
13, (Reuter): .World number one 
golfer Greg Norman disqualified 
himself from the Palm Meadows 
Cup today, two days after he had 
unluiowin^y broken the rules by 
pladng his bail illegally. 

"It was my decision knowing I 
had broken the rules of the game 
— and no one's bigger than the 
game itself — that 1 should dis- 
qualify myself," Norman told a 
press conference. 

Norman, who held a one-shot 
lead after shooting a course 
record 63 in the second round, 
was infonsed by oflldals before 
he teed ofT with American Curtis 
Strange this morning that he had 
contravened the rules at the 1 0th 
hole during the first round on 
Thursday. 

The Australian immediately 
decided to withdraw. "I have 
never cheated on the golf course 
in my life and I never would. The 
game is too big and too ^ood to 
£e ruined by cheats," said Nor- 
man, who shot a 66 in the first 
round 

Norman, who hit a drive at the 
10th into water, said he had 
believed he was entitled to take 
total relief from what he thought 
I was a “lateral water hazard.'*
